B)  Discussion  and  possible  action  to  send  a letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  regarding  the  recent  Outside  Lands  concert  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  its  impact  on  animals  (wildlife),  and  the  habitat  in  which  they 
live.  For  the  August  22nd  to  August  24th  concert,  a high  wire  fence  that  ran  tightly  to 
the  ground  was  in  place  for  approximately  10  days.  The  fence  ran  along  Kennedy 
Drive,  Transverse  Drive,  MLK  and  Chain  of  Lakes  Drive,  completely  enclosing  the 
South  Chain  of  Lakes,  the  Polo  Field,  Speedway  Meadows,  Lindley  Meadows  and 
Little  Speedway  Meadows.  Unlike  in  previous  events,  the  music  lasted  until  10PM 
and  the  area  was  lighted  all  night,  powered  by  noisy  generators.  During  the  3 days, 
140,000  people  came  inside  this  area.  Inside  the  fence  was  part  of  the  Chain  of 
Lakes,  some  of  the  most  important  habitat  in  the  park.  Animals  that  forage  for  food 
could  not  go  in  or  out  of  the  area  and  vegetation  was  trampled.  This  event,  again 
proposed  for  the  future,  needs  evaluation.

To  Kary  Shulman, 

Director  of  Grants  for  the  Arts 


Our  Commission  has  held  a hearing  about  the  incident  that  took  place  at  the  SF  Art 
Institute  in  March,  2008.  It  was  concerning  the  video  exhibit  “Don’t  Trust  Me”  by  the  Paris- 
based  artist  Adel  Abdessemed.  This  exhibit  consisted  of  six  television  videos  (images)  of  six 
different  animals;  a doe,  a goat,  a horse,  an  ox,  a pig,  and  a sheep  being  bludgeoned  to  death  with 
a large  sledgehammer  in  order  to  be  filmed  as  “art”.  These  acts  of  violence  to  animals  were 
sanctioned  by  the  SF  Art  Institute.  The  SFAI  even  originally  defended  the  exhibit  defending  it 
as  art  on  the  grounds  that  animals  are  killed  in  this  way  all  the  time. 

Our  Commission  understands  that  GFTA  gives  a small  percentage  of  SFAI’s  total  operating 
budget,  approximately  $82,000  in  fiscal  2007-2008.  The  money  comes  from  the  Hotel  Tax 
Fund.  The  money  can  only  be  spent  on  general  operating  expenses  for  the  institution.  No  money 
can  be  spent  on  individual  shows,  artists,  nor  exhibits.  However  to  qualify  for  the  GFTA  funding 
there  are  several  criteria  to  be  considered.  A few  of  the  funding  criteria  include;  “produce 
consistently  high  quality  work”,  “ serve  a local  constituency  and  demonstrate  community 
support”,  and  “attract  visitors  to  SF  through  publicly  advertised  programs”. 

It  is  our  view,  that  the  SFAI,  through  the  negative  publicity  and  defensiveness  around  this  exhibit 
falls  short  on  these  criteria.  We  doubt  if  anything  will  occur  again  along  these  lines,  but  we 
strongly  wish  to  express  our  concern  that  the  GFTA  take  this  incident  into  consideration  when 
choosing  which  institutions  qualify  for  funding  from  you.

Draft  Letter  to  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Park  and  Recreation  Department 
About  Outside  Lands  Festival  and  its  Impact  on  Wildlife  in  Golden  Gate 

Park 

The  Animal  Control  and  Welfare  Commission  held  a hearing  on  September  11th,  2008 
regarding  the  recent  Outside  Lands  concert  in  Golden  Gate  Park  and  its  impact  on  park 
wildlife  and  habitat.  Public  comment  was  heard.  Summarizing  that,  we  would  like  to 
express  our  concern  about  the  lack  of  planning  for  this  concert  and  the  lack  of 
consideration  given  to  wildlife. 

For  the  Outside  Lands  concert  (August  22nd  to  August  24th,  2008),  a large  area  of 
Golden  Gate  Park  was  fenced  for  more  than  10  days.  The  tall  wire  fence  ran  tightly  to  the 
ground,  preventing  the  passage  of  even  a small  animal.  The  fence  ran  along  Kennedy 
Drive,  Transverse  Drive,  Middle  Drive  West,  MLK  Drive  and  Chain  of  Lakes  Drive, 
completely  enclosing  the  South  Chain  of  Lakes,  the  Polo  Field,  Speedway  Meadows, 
Lindley  Meadows  and  Little  Speedway  Meadows.  Inside  the  fence  was  part  of  the  Chain 
of  Lakes,  some  of  the  most  important  habitat  in  the  park  for  urban  wildlife,  including 
raccoons,  skunks,  coyotes,  foxes,  owls  and  other  birds.  See  map  below. 

Unlike  previous  concerts  in  the  park,  the  Outside  Lands  concert  had  music  until  10  PM 
at  night  and  the  fenced  area  was  lighted  all  night  long  with  lights  powered  by  noisy  gas 
generators.  There  were  130,000  people  inside  this  fence  over  a period  of  three  days. 
Vegetation  was  trampled.  Another  large  concert,  the  Hardly  Strictly  Bluegrass  concert, 
does  not  perimeter  fence,  has  a shorter  set-up/take  down  window  and  does  not  have 
music  at  night.  During  the  Outside  Lands  concert,  animals  that  forage  and  have  regular 
travel  patterns  at  night  could  not  get  in  or  out  of  the  area  due  to  the  fencing.  Within  the 
large  outside  fence,  cross  fencing  was  placed,  which,  in  some  areas,  shut  wildlife  off 
from  water.  Animals  that  sleep  during  the  day  and  feed  at  night  had  to  contend  with 
disturbance  of  their  feeding  patterns  for  more  than  10  days. 

The  issue  of  wildlife  that  live  in  Golden  Gate  Park  appears  to  have  been  ignored  during 
the  planning  of  this  concert.  Animal  Care  and  Control  was  not  aware  of  this  event  until 
two  days  before.  The  California  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  was  also  unaware. 

Golden  Gate  Park  was  originally  developed  from  a wild  area  lying  outside  the  limits  of 
San  Francisco  (the  Outside  Lands),  and  has  always  had  wildlife.  The  Park  provides 
environmental  education  for  children,  bird  watching  and  other  wildlife-dependent 
activities.  Wildlife  are  a part  of  our  treasured  Golden  Gate  Park. 

The  decision  point  is  arriving  as  to  which  events  are  realistic  for  Golden  Gate  Park, 
events  that  still  allow  us  to  preserve  habitat  for  wildlife.  Fencing  in  place  for  more  than 
10  days,  night  lighting,  and  late  night  music  ignore  the  creatures  who  call  Golden  Gate 
Park  home.  We  hope  that  you  will  take  our  wildlife  into  account  when  planning  future 
events.

Golden  Gate  Audubon  is  writing  on  behalf  of  our  roughly  9,000  members  and  supporters  who  are  dedicated  to  protecting  Bay  Area 
birds,  other  wildlife,  and  their  natural  habitats.  We  conserve  and  restore  wildlife  habitats,  connect  people  of  all  ages  and  backgrounds 
with  the  natural  world,  and  educate  and  engage  Bay  Area  residents  in  the  protection  of  our  shared,  local  environment.  This  letter  is  to 
encourage  the  Commission  of  Animal  Control  and  Welfare’s  support  for  the  Lights  Out  for  Birds  in  San  Francisco.  In  addition,  we 
request  that  the  Commission  of  Animal  Control  and  Welfare  urge  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  to  do  the  same. 

The  Lights  Out  for  Birds  in  San  Francisco  project  is  a partnership  between  the  American  Bird  Conservancy,  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  the  Environment,  and  Golden  Gate  Audubon  to  encourage  building  owners  to  turn  off  unnecessary  lights  at  night.  Forty 
four  of  the  tallest  buildings  have  been  identified  as  potential  sites  for  implementing  this  program.  Most  birds  migrate  at  night,  and 
studies  indicate  they  are  often  drawn  off  course  by  tall,  lighted  structures  in  their  flight  path.  Scientists  aren’t  sure  why  this  happens 
but  it  may  be  related  to  the  fact  that  among  many  navigational  cues,  birds  use  the  stars  to  stay  on  course.  Lighted  skyscrapers  may 
simply  confuse  them.  Once  in  among  the  lights,  birds  seem  reluctant  to  fly  out.  Sometimes  birds  strike  buildings  or  structures 
on  rooftops.  Sometimes  birds  continue  flying  around  the  lighted  buildings  until  they  drop  to  the  rooftop  or  to  the  ground  from 
exhaustion.  The  Lights  Out  program  can  dramatically  reduce  these  collisions.  Over  200  species  of  birds  migrate  through  San 
Francisco;  many  are  Neo-tropical  migrants  such  as  our  beautiful  warblers,  thrushes,  and  tanagers.  There  are  23  species  of  birds  seen 
in  San  Francisco  that  are  on  the  American  Bird  Conservancy  and  Audubon  Watch  Lists.  Golden  Gate  Audubon  has  supported  this 
project  for  single  hour  events  in  the  fall  of  2007,  the  spring  of  2008  and  conducted  a pilot  project  this  past  fall.  Golden  Gate  Audubon 
will  participate  in  the  expansion  of  the  Lights  Out  program.  We  are  working  with  our  partners  and  others  (San  Francisco  Animal  Care 
and  Control,  San  Francisco  Zoo,  San  Franciscans  for  Smart  Lighting,  WildCare,  PG&E  and  the  Building  Owners  and  Managers 
Association)  to  publicize  this  project  in  the  spring  of  2009  to  downtown  building  owners  and  their  tenants.  This  voluntary  program 
will  be  beneficial  in  decreasing  unnecessary  night  lighting  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  help  to  reduce  the  threat  of  nighttime 
collisions  with  buildings  for  migratory  birds,  conserve  resources,  save  money,  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions,  and  ultimately 
increase  the  visibility  of  the  night  sky. 

Recognizing  that  the  Commission  of  Animal  Control  and  Welfare  is  an  advisory  body  to  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  we 
respectfully  request  the  Commission’s  backing  of  this  project  by  recommending  support  of  Lights  Out  for  Birds  in  San  Francisco.

Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
City  of  San  Francisco 

Commending  Restaurants  that  have  Removed  Foie  Gras 

WHEREAS,  “foie  gras,”  or  fattened  liver,  is  the  artificially  enlarged  liver  of  a duck  or 
goose  that  has  been  force  fed  twenty  percent  of  its  healthy  body  weight  per  day  for  two  to 
three  weeks,  resulting  in  a liver  that  is  typically  ten  times  its  normal  size;  and 

WHEREAS,  Cal.  Health  & Safety  Code  § 25980,  et.  seq.  will  make  it  illegal  to  sell  or 
produce  foie  gras  in  California,  effective  2012.  At  least  fifteen  countries  have  banned  foie 
gras  production,  and  only  a few  still  produce  it;  and 

WHEREAS,  a 2004  independent  Zogby  International  poll  of  American  adults  revealed 
that  77%  agreed  that  the  process  of  force-feeding  ducks  and  geese  in  order  to  produce 
foie  gras  should  be  banned  by  law  in  the  United  States;  and 

WHEREAS,  virtually  all  animal  protection  groups  recognize  foie  gras  as  inherently 
cruel,  including  the  Humane  Society  of  the  United  States  (HSUS),  the  American  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  (ASPCA),  In  Defense  of  Animals  (IDA),  Farm 
Sanctuary,  and  the  Animal  Protection  and  Rescue  League  (APRL); 

WHEREAS,  chef  and  restaurateur  Wolfgang  Puck  recently  implemented  a nine-point 
animal  welfare  program  for  all  of  his  restaurants,  including  those  in  San  Francisco,  that 
eliminates  the  use  of  eggs  from  battery  cages,  veal  and  pork  from  confinement  crates,  and 
foie  gras,  and  adds  healthy  vegetarian  selections; 

WHEREAS,  this  Board  has  already  passed  resolutions  favoring  cage-free  eggs,  and  72% 
of  San  Francisco  voters  approved  Proposition  2 in  November  2008,  in  which  California 
voters  overwhelmingly  banned  other  cruel  factory  farming  practices  such  as  battery 
cages,  veal  crates,  and  pig  gestation  crates;

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PROPOSED  TEXT  FOR  LETTER  ON  GOAT  FENCING 
Agenda  Item  5A 

Animal  Control  and  Welfare  Commission 
March  11,2010

We  are  writing  to  you  about  the  practice  of  fencing  large  areas  of  habitat  to  enclose  goats  who 
are  being  employed  to  eat  unwanted  vegetation.  Goats  have  been  used  successfully  in  San 
Francisco  in  this  way  for  some  time,  but  there  are  concerns  about  the  impact  on  wildlife  and  feral 
cats  that  might  be  trapped  inside  the  fencing.  For  years,  there  have  been  ongoing  complaints 
from  the  public  regarding  trapped  animals. 

As  a result  of  the  awareness  of  the  problems  that  occur  for  wildlife  and  feral  cats,  we  would  like 
to  propose  some  details  that  are  appropriate  to  be  included  in  a contract  with  a goat  company, 
and  to  be  distributed  as  general  information. 

Proposed  contract  details  for  goat  fencing 

• Non-electrified  gaps  must  be  left  in  the  fencing.  These  gaps  must  look  significantly 
different  from  the  rest  of  the  fence.  There  must  be  at  least  one  gap,  but  more  than  one 
will  offer  the  wildlife  a better  chance  to  exit. 

(The  presence  of  these  gaps  may  allow  some  wildlife  to  leave,  but  if  they  have 
previously  touched  the  electrified  fence,  they  may  not  use  the  gaps.) 

• The  fencing  should  not  be  up  for  more  than  3 days,  meaning  that  it  will  enclose  a 
smaller  area,  the  amount  that  the  goats  can  eat  in  3 days. 

(In  late  spring  / early  summer  mother  animals  often  sleep  away  from  the  natal  den  to 
prevent  youngsters  from  nursing  when  their  new  very  sharp  teeth  are  emerging.  When 
their  teeth  begin  to  come  in  the  mother  begins  to  wean  them  from  nursing. ..only 
nursing  them  twice  a night  - early  eve  before  she  goes  off  to  forage,  and  again  before 
dawn.  Separating  a mother  from  her  young  with  an  electric  fence  will  result  in  the 
young  dying  in  the  natal  den.  They  can't  go  long  without  nourishment.) 

• There  should  be  two  containers  of  water  for  wildlife  within  the  enclosed  area,  at  both 
ends  of  the  enclosure,  so  the  wildlife  will  be  more  likely  to  find  it. 

• Water  for  wildlife  (one  set  of  the  two)  should  be  located  close  to  the  non-electrified 
panel  so  that  the  wildlife  will  be  more  likely  to  find  the  exit. 

• Water  should  be  placed  in  clean  kitty  litter  pans.  These  low  pans  will  allow  access  for 
small  animals  like  skunks  who  are  not  climbers.  Providing  dog  food  in  similar  pans 
would  also  be  a welcome  addition  for  trapped  wildlife,  but  cannot  be  required. 

It  is  also  our  opinion  that  Animal  Care  and  Control  should  be  included  as  a signatory  on 

any  San  Francisco  contract  with  a goat  company.  There  can  be  problems  with  escaping 

goats  or  injured  wildlife  which  will  require  that  ACC  be  called  in  to  help,  yet  presently 


they  are  often  not  aware  that  the  goats  will  be  arriving  in  an  area.  We  also  recognize  that 
some  goat  companies  already  utilize  these  best  practices  and  are  concerned  for  wildlife 
enclosed  within  the  fencing. 

Please  respond  to  these  proposed  contract  details  and  whether  they  can  be  included  in 
future  contracts  and  whether  in  the  future  ACC  can  be  a signatory  on  the  contracts.

The  At-Risk  Animal  Adoption  and  Welfare  Act  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
[draft  proposal,  April  5,  2010] 
by  Bill  Hamilton 

Definitions 

Professional  animal  behaviorisl,  as  used  herein,  means  an  animal  behaviorist  experienced  in  evaluating 
and  predicting  the  behavior  of  shelter  animals  and  trained  by  an  Associate  Applied  Animal  Behaviorist  or 
a Certified  Applied  Animal  Behaviorist. 
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Unsavable  (medical),  as  used  herein,  means  that  animals  present  medical  illnesses,  conditions  or  injuries 
diagnosed  by  a licensed  veterinarian  as  immediately  life-threatening,  causing  irremediable  suffering, 
resulting  from  multiple  causes,  or  requiring  a testing  and  treatment  expense  that  neither  the  shelter  nor  a 
rescue  group,  competent  rescue  worker,  foster  caregiver,  or  animal  sanctuary  is  willing  to  assume:  or 
animals  present  as  neonatal  without  their  mothers  and  are  less  than  ten  days  old. 

Unsavable  (behavioral),  as  used  herein,  means  that  a dog’s  behavior  over  the  course  of  his  or  her  state- 
mandated  holding  period  is  deemed  consistently  vicious  or  dangerous  by  a professional  animal 
behaviorist,  or  his  or  her  socialization  or  behavior  modification  would  require  an  expense  that  neither  the 
shelter  nor  a responsible  trainer  or  rescue  group  is  willing  to  assume. 

Findings 

1.  San  Francisco  Animal  Care  and  Control  (ACC),  as  an  open-door  municipal  animal  shelter,  is  required 
by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  to  impound  all  animals  presented  to  it,  no  matter  what  their  medical  or 
behavioral  condition. 

2.  In  calendar  year  2008  the  California  Department  of  Public  Health,  Veterinary  Public  Health  Section 
reports  that  ACC  euthanized  almost  18%  of  all  impounded  cats  and  dogs. 

3.  In  fiscal  year  2008-2009  ACC  reports  that  it  euthanized  18%  of  all  impounded  dogs  and  cats.  Of  those, 
77%  (almost  13%  of  the  total  impounded)  were  for  behavior,  less  serious  injury  ("Injury  1“).  less  serious 
illness  (“Sick  1”),  owner  request,  or  for  being  underage. 

4.  Annually,  on  average,  ACC  reports  that  it  euthanizes  approximately  20%  of  healthy,  adoplable  small 
animals  (other  than  dogs  or  cats),  including  pet  mammals,  birds  and  reptiles. 

5.  ACC  does  not  provide  statistical  data  to  the  public  or  on  its  website  on  the  medical  or  behavioral 
reasons  for  the  euthanasias  of  animals  euthanized  at  owner  request,  the  outcomes  of  animals  transferred  to 
the  SF/SPCA,  the  specific  injuries  or  illnesses  that  were  deemed  to  warrant  euthanasia,  or  the  ages  at 
which  “underage”  animals  were  euthanized. 

6.  Although  ACC  and  the  SF/SPCA  entered  into  an  adoption  agreement  in  1994,  popularly  known  as  "the 
Pact,”  which  resulted  for  over  ten  years  in  the  transfer  of  approximately  80%  of  “adoptablc"  and 
“treatable”  dogs  and  cats  a year  from  ACC  to  the  SF/SPCA,  that  percentage  dropped  to  32%  in  FY  2008- 
2009,  largely  due  to  the  rejection  of  ACC’s  dogs  and  cats  by  the  SF/SPCA. 

7.  San  Francisco’s  two  major  animal  shelters,  ACC  and  the  SF/SPCA,  which  after  implementation  of  the 
Pact,  achieved  the  highest  live  release  rate  in  the  U.S.,  slipped  to  number  five  by  2008,  ranked  after  the 
local-government-run  shelters  in  Vigo  County,  IN;  Tomkins  County,  NY;  Berkeley,  CA:  and  Albemarle 
County,  VA.  (That  ranking  may  have  changed  since  2008.) 

8.  Rescue  groups  repeatedly  report  that  many  animals  exhibit  undesirable  behaviors  at  ACC,  but  that  such 
behaviors  improve  or  disappear  after  leaving  ACC. 

9.  Witnesses  report  that  more  than  one  behavioral  evaluator  at  both  ACC  and  the  SF/SPCA  has  either 
misdiagnosed  the  negative  behavioral  factors  of  animals  or  overestimated  their  severity,  or  has  rejected 
animals  for  adoption  by  relying  solely  on  evaluation  reports  of  others  without  performing  their  ow  n 
complete  evaluation. 


Ordina  nee 


This  ordinance  would  amend  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code,  Article  1,  as  follows  (with  additions 
underlined): 

San  Francisco  Health  Code,  Article  1,  Animals,  Section  SEC.  41.4.  - ANIMAL  CARE  AND  CONTROL 
DEPARTMENT;  ESTABLISHMENT;  APPOINTMENT  OF  ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICER; 
POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  ANIMAL  CARE  AND  CONTROL  DEPARTMENT. 


(c)  Animal  Care  and  Control  and  other  licensed  animal  shelters  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
shall  not  euthanize  any  animal  except  those  determined  by  a licensed  veterinarian  to  be  unsavable 

( medical ) or  determined  by  a professional  animal  behaviorist  to  be  unsalable  (behavioral ). 

(d)  All  animals  at-risk  for  euthanasia  other  than  those  specified  in  paragraph  (c)  must  first  be  given 
immediate  palliative  medication  and  routine  emergency  medical  care  if  appropriate  to  relieve  suffering.  If 
their  condition  remains  stable  they  must  then  be  offered  to  a willing  rescue  group,  competent  rescue 
worker,  foster  caregiver,  animal  sanctuary,  or  responsible  trainer  for  treatment  or  other  appropriate 
attention.  Said  group  or  caregiver  will  have  up  to  24  hours  to 

respond  to  such  an  offer  and  must  sign  a full  liability  waiver.  In  such  cases  adoption  fees  will  be  waived, 
and  any  costs  for  health  care  previously  provided  by  ACC  or  another  shelter  may  be  waived  at  the 
discretion  of  ACC  or  the  other  shelter.  Only  if  such  animals  are  refused  by  a willing  rescue  group, 
competent  rescue  worker,  foster  caregiver,  animal  sanctuary,  or  responsible  trainer,  may  they  be 
euthanized. 


(e)  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  transfer  any  animal  to  another  facility,  organization,  institution,  or  individual 
inside  or  outside  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  unless  said  facility,  organization.  institution,  or 
individual  signs  an  agreement  to  abide  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Said  agreements  shall  be  kept 
on  file  at  ACC  and  made  available  for  public  inspection  upon  two  working  days'  notice  or  posted 
continuously  online. 

SEC.  41.5.  - ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFFICER;  POWERS  AND  DUTIES;  BADGES. 

(a)  The  Animal  Control  Officer  shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties: 


3.  To  keep  a record  of  the  number,  description,  and  disposition  of  all  animals  impounded  or  otherwise 
taken  into  custody,  including  the  euthanization  of  impounded  animals  or  other  animals  in  their  care, 
showing  in  detail  in  the  case  of  each  animal  the  date  of  receipt;  the  species,  description  and  likely  age  of 
the  animal;  medical  or  behavioral  diagnoses;  steps  taken  to  stabilize  or  reverse  unhealthy  or  unsafe 
diagnoses;  and,  if  not  euthanized  on  site,  the  location  of  the  facility  to  which  the  animal  was  transferred ;

Draft  of  Letter  to  be  Sent  to  Board  of  Supervisors  About  Hi  yi  Death  Rate  of  Western  Gulls 
at  Pier  94: 


Dear  Supervisor ---, 

The  Animal  Control  and  Welfare  Commission  met  on  February  10,  201 1 and  voted  to  alert  you 
regarding  the  unusually  high  death  rate  of  Western  Gulls  in  the  area  of  Pier  94.  The  Western  Gull 
is  an  omnivorous  bird  that  eats  fish  and  also  scavenges  carrion  : f it  is  available. 

The  district  surrounding  Pier  94  is  an  industrial  area  whose  bus  . -esses  recycle  rubble,  garbage 
and  carrion.  The  area  attracts  hungry  gulls  who  roost  along  the  shore,  their  native  habitat. 

But  for  many  years,  some  birds  have  been  found  with  greased  feathers  and  broken  limbs  and 
many  have  been  discovered  dead  or  dying.  Necropsies  have  found  Cholera,  Salmonella, 
Aspergillosis  and  rodenticides  in  their  system.  Although  businesses  in  this  area  have  said  that 
they  have  changed  their  practices,  using  snap  traps  for  rodents  ■ - her  than  rodenticides,  and 
washing  trucks  that  have  carried  animal  waste,  as  well  as  covering  trucks,  10%  of  dead  or 
captured  gulls  are  still  found  greased  and  the  death  rate  at  Pier  -)4  continues  to  rise.  It’s  routine  to 
see  numerous  gulls  foraging  in  the  unloading  yard  of  the  animal  rendering  plant  on  Amador  St. 

Fish  and  Game  has  been  working  on  this  issue  without  resolution  as  has  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco.  There  needs  to  be  a stronger  push  to  solve  this  mysU  ry  of  Western  Gull  deaths.  If  this 
death  rate  were  occurring  in  domestic  dogs  or  cats,  the  problem  would  have  had  more  attention 
and  focus  than  the  wild  birds  have  received.  We  feel  that  more  v?eds  to  be  done.  One  possibility 
would  be  to  contact  Fish  and  Wildlife.  And,  in  human  terms,  w latever  is  killing  the  birds 
represents  a dangerous  condition  and  could  also  potentially  be  i .armful  to  humans.

Draft  of  Letter  to  be  Sent  to  Bonrd  of  Supervisors  About  High  Death  Rate  of  Western  Gulls 
at  Pier  94: 


Dear  Supervisor 

The  Animal  Control  and  Welfare  Commission  met  on  February  10,  201 1 and  voted  to  alert  you 
regarding  the  unusually  high  death  rate  of  Western  Gulls  in  the  area  of  Pier  94.  The  Western  Gull 
is  an  omnivorous  bird  that  eats  fisfi  and  also  scavenges  carrion  if  it  is  available. 

The  district  surrounding  Pier  94  is  an  industrial  area  whose  businesses  recycle  rubble,  garbage 
and  carrion.  The  area  attracts  hungry  gulls  who  roost  along  the  shore,  their  native  habitat. 

But  for  many  years,  some  birds  have  been  found  with  greased  feathers  and  broken  limbs  and 
many  have  been  discovered  dead  or  dying.  Necropsies  have  found  Cholera,  Salmonella, 
Aspergillosis  and  rodenticides  in  their  system.  Although  businesses  in  this  area  have  said  that 
they  have  changed  their  practices,  using  snap  traps  for  rodents  rather  than  rodenticides,  and 
washing  trucks  that  have  carried  animal  waste,  as  well  as  covering  trucks,  10%  of  dead  or 
captured  gulls  are  still  found  greased  and  the  death  rate  at  Pier  94  continues  to  rise.  It’s  routine  to 
see  numerous  gulls  foraging  in  the  unloading  yard  of  the  animal  rendering  plant  on  Amador  St. 

Fish  and  Game  has  been  working  bn  this  issue  without  resolution  as  has  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco.  There  needs  to  be  a stronger  push  to  solve  this  mystery  of  Western  Gull  deaths.  If  this 
death  rate  were  occurring  in  domestic  dogs  or  cats,  the  problem  would  have  had  more  attention 
and  focus  than  the  wild  birds  have  received.  We  feel  that  more  needs  to  be  done.  One  possibility 
would  be  to  contact  Fish  and  Wildlife.  And,  in  human  terms,  whatever  is  killing  the  birds 
represents  a dangerous  condition  and  could  also  potentially  be  harmful  to  humans.

The  ordinance  would  state  that  in  San  Francisco, 
people  can  acquire  pets  of  all  species  through  the  following  methods:  1)  Pet  store  adoptions 
events;  2)  Pet  store  permanent  adoption  centers/partnerships;  3)  Direct  sale  from  small 
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breeders;  4)  Adoption  from  shelters  such  as  Animal  Care  and  Control  and  the  SF/SPCA;  5) 
Adoption  from  animal  rescue  organizations.  Methods  that  fall  outside  of  those  listed  above, 
such  as  non-adoption  sales  through  pet  stores,  would  not  be  permitted. 

The  pet  trade  is  a multi-billion  dollar  industry  that  treats  animals  as  commodities  to  be 
bought  and  sold  for  profit.  This  leads  to  suffering  on  a massive  scale  when  animals  are 
warehoused,  bred  for  sale,  denied  socialization  and  basic  veterinary  care,  and  finally 
transported  with  minimal  care.  Animals  from  mills  develop  diseases  creating  public  health 
problems.  Importation  of  sick  animals  to  SF  is  bad  for  SF  animals.  Buying  animals  from 
local  breeders  and  adopting  from  rescue/shelters  are  healthier  companion  animal  choices. 
Shelter  adoptions  will  increase  when  people  cannot  buy  animals  on  impulse  at  retail  stores. 
Euthanasia  rates  will  decrease  as  a result.  Many  birds,  reptiles,  and  fish  are  actually  taken 
from  the  wild  to  be  sold  as  pets,  or  bred  in  captivity.  At  the  same  time,  the  pet  trade  fuels 
an  overpopulation  problem.  Pets  escape,  are  released  "into  the  wild"  or  wand  up  at  ACC  to 
be  euthanized  by  the  City.  The  ordinance  is  not  a prohibition  of  owning  pets  but  is  an 
endorsement  of  the  benefits  to  animals  (and  consumers)  of  adoption  from  shelters  and 
rescues  versus  purchases  from  stores.

Should  the  laws  be  amended  to 
be  more  in  line  with  State  Law-outlaw  any  feeding  within  city  limits?  Should  one  code  apply  to  all  of  SF? 
Should  “wildlife”  be  defined  as  in  Park  Code  5.07  (b)  as  “not  customarily  domesticated?”  What,  if  any, 
animals  should  be  exceptions  to  a ban  on  feeding  in  SF?  Backyard  birds?  One  possible  revision  to  code 
language:  Feeding  of  wildlife  prohibited— No  person  shall  intentionally  feed  or,  in  any  manner,  intentionally 
provide  food  for  one  or  more  non-domesticated  mammalian  wildlife,  including  but  not  limited  to  coyotes, 
raccoons,  opossum,  mice,  rats,  skunks,  squirrels  or  non-domesticated  avian  species  including  but  not  limited
